One of the true pleasures of 
being Gay in 1979 is that we 
can turn to someone in the 
arts, in science, in government 
who is openly and unashamed¬ 
ly Gay. Put that person in front 
of a predominantly Gay audi¬ 
ence, and one experiences a 
true sense of family. 

The setting was a Castro 
Village area junior high school 
auditorium. The event was a 
fund-raiser for our locally- 
based Gay Rights Advocates. 
The star was novelist and short 
story writer Christopher Isher¬ 
wood. 

Over 1,000 Gays filled Ever¬ 
ett Junior High School to 
capacity at $5 a head to share 
an evening of readings and 
conversations with the cele¬ 
brated septuagenarian. 
Isherwood just read the closing 
pages of his late 50’s novel, A 
Single Man, and so too the 
end of his recently published 


autobiography, Christopher 
and His Kind. He then spoke 
of the forthcoming segment of 
his autobiography: his experi¬ 
ence in Southern California in 
the 40’s and 50’s and his 
spiritual awakening. 

He then fielded questions 
from the audience. The ques¬ 
tions ranged all the way from 
“Who was Sally Bowles?” to 
“What do you think of the Dan 
White murder trial?” Along the 
way he spoke of some of his 
friends, W.E. Auden and E.M. 
Forester. He told the audience 
he didn’t like the word “Gay” 
as a descriptive of “our kind” 
but felt that there were a lot 
worse labels. 

Isherwood was accompa¬ 
nied that evening by his long¬ 
time American lover, artist Don 
Bacardy. Signed Bacardy post¬ 
ers of the event were on sale in 
the foyer. A videotape was 
made of his talk; it too will be

Silver Opposes 
Dan White Sentence 
Reduction Appeal 

The appeal of convicted murderer and former Supervisor 
Dan White for a reduction of his sentence, as reported in the 
local press, prompted Supervisor Carol Ruth Silver today to 
urge both the District Attorney’s office and the City Attorney to 
fight to sustain the sentence imposed. 

Supervisor Silver asked the District Attorney and the City 
Attorney to file “amicus curiae” briefs (friend of the court), ob¬ 
serving that the incumbent District Attorney Freitas had charac¬ 
terized the appeal as “routine.” 

Supervisor Silver commented: “A ridiculously light penalty 
for an outrageous double murder should not be further re¬ 
duced. Our whole court system and the rule of law have al¬ 
ready been shaken by the often repeated observation that 
‘White got away with murder.’”

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Gay Republicans Endorse Kopp 

GOP COUNTY COMMITTEE ALMOST DOES

Supervisor Quentin Kopp 
picked up support in his race 
for Mayor last week when the 
predominantly Gay Concerned 
Republicans for Individual 
Rights (CRIR) voted to endorse 
the Democrat Supervisor 
against the incumbent Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein. Kopp won 
the CRIR endorsement easily, 
winning more than 85% of the 
votes cast, with the remaining 
votes split between the incum¬ 
bent and Gay candidate David 
Scott. Arlo Smith won the 
CRIR endorsement in the race 
for District Attorney, and Mike 
Hennessey won the endorse¬ 
ment for Sheriff. In'the Super¬ 
visorial races, CRIR endorsed 
Ed Lawson in District 1, John 
Molinari in District 3, Kevin 
Wadsworth in District 5, the in¬ 
cumbent Lee Dolson in District 
9, and John Bardis in District 
11. No endorsement was made 
in the Supervisorial race in Dis¬ 
trict 7, where the incumbent 
Bob Gonzales is being chal¬ 
lenged by a host of candidates. 

In addition, the Gay Republi¬ 
cans voted to endorse State 
Propositions 1 and 4, and 
voted to oppose City Proposi¬ 
tions O, Q, andR. 

Kopp’s candidacy got a fur¬ 
ther shot in the arm when the 
GOP County Central Commit¬ 
tee, although not formally en¬ 
dorsing him, voted to “recom¬ 
mend” his candidacy for 
Mayor. County GOP 
Chairman Lester O’Shea com-

mented that Kopp’s record 
“has been a good one,” and 
hence the County Republicans 
“recommend” Kopp for 
Mayor. In addition, the County 
Committee endorsed former 
Assistant D.A. Joseph Russo- 
niello for District Attorney, a 
move that clearly upset a num¬ 
ber of Gay Republicans, and 
no endorsement was made in 
the race for Sheriff. The Coun¬ 
ty Republican Committee ad¬ 
vocated a YES vote on City 
Propositions C, H, and I; and a 
NO vote on Propositions A, B, 
D, G, J, O, Q, and R, with no 
recommendations on Props. F 
and M. In addition, the County 
Republicans recommend a 
YES vote on State Propositions 
1,2, and 4.

GANGS AGAIN ATTACKING GAYS 

Reports from several sources confirmed that over the week¬ 
end of September 21 an armed gang of young punks were ma¬ 
rauding through Dolores Park. The concentrated on the 
Church Street side of the park between 18th and 20th. This 
side of the park is overgrown with dense shrubbery and pro¬ 
vides a deep gulley for the tracks of the Church Street street 
car. 

The gang was described as Latinos ranging in age from 9 to 
18. They were reported brandishing sticks, pipes, car anten¬ 
nas, billy clubs. One youth carried a large brightly decorated In¬ 
dian war club. Also as they advanced up the tracks, they would 
blow a whistle. 

Two men who were waiting for a bus at 18th and Church, 
Saturday, Sept. 22, between 11:30 and 11:45pm, were set 
upon. With a cry of “Get ’em” the punks charged out of the 
park. The bus driver, seeing what was about to happen, tried to 
keep on going but the Gay men ran alongside banging on the 
door until he opened it. One man was hit with a brick on his 
shoulder. 

The gang proceeded to chase the bus as it sped off down 
18th throwing rocks, sticks, and bricks at the vehicle. Further 
down 18th the driver stopped, the police were called, and a 
squad car flagged down. The latter gave the victims little or no 
satisfaction. 

According to one of the victims, the bus driver was so 
angered by the lack of police reaction, stopped three blocks 
later when he spotted a second patrol car. Again the story was 
repeated, and once again the citizens were met with indiffer¬ 
ence. Said one of the men to the B.A.R., “The police did no¬ 
thing.”

In a historic move, California 
Governor Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. has appointed an openly 
Gay person to a judgeship. On 
September 15, Stephen M. 
Lachs was appointed to fill a 
vacancy on the Los Angeles 
Superior Court. This appears 
to be the first time that an 
openly Gay person has been 
appointed to a judgeship any¬ 
where in the country. The 
appointment is in keeping with 
Brown’s strong commitment to 
equality of opportunity regard¬ 
less of sexual orientation. Earli¬ 
er this year Governor Brown 
issued an executive order pro¬ 
hibiting discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation in 
state employment.

Superior Court Commissioner 
for the past several years, 
assigned to hear cases in the 
Juvenile Division of that court. 
A Commissioner is appointed 
to serve in this judicial capacity 
by a majority of the judges of 
the court. This appointment by 
Governor Brown will now 
make him a full time judge with 
equal status to the other Supe¬ 
rior Court judges. 

For several years Lachs has 
been a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Los Angeles 
Gay Community Services Cen¬ 
ter. He was a founder and is 
currently an ex-officio member 
of the board of the Municipal 
Elections Committee of Los 
Angeles (M.E.C.L.A.), a Gay 
political group which makes 
substantial financial 
contributions to candidates 
who support Gay causes. 

Los Angeles attorney 
Thomas F. Coleman, co-chair 
of the National Committee for 
Sexual Civil Liberties and long¬ 
time friend of Stephen Lachs, 
commented upon the appoint¬ 
ment, “If anyone deserved the 
honor of being the first openly 
Gay person to become a judge, 
Steve did. He has been a role 
model for lawyers and for Gay 
people for a long time. I con¬ 
gratulate Steve and I thank 
Governor Brown.” 

Don Knutson, director of the 
San Francisco-based Gay 
Rights Advocates, told B.A.R. 
that Lachs, while somewhat 
new in the Gay rights move¬ 
ment, is fully qualified and 
competent and should be an 
asset to the state’s courts. 

Over the years it has been 
rumored that there are several 
homosexual judges in the San 
Francisco courts, all closeted. 
Paul Hardman, local member 
of the National Committee for 
Sexual Civil Liberties, along 
with others have for months 
been lobbying Governor 
Brown’s office to appoint an 
upfront Gay to the San Fran¬ 
cisco courts.

Sheriff candidate Mike Hen¬ 
nessey and his campaign staff 
have identified three areas cru¬ 
cial to the well-being of Lesbian 
and Gay staff and prisoners. 
Hennessey has labeled them 
“issues of immediate concern.” 

Lesbians and Gay men who 
work in the San Francisco jail 
system have come out strongly 
in his favor. Says one spokes¬ 
person, “For those of us who 
work in the county jails, the 
election is far more than a pop¬ 
ularity contest; it is critically 
important to the lives of thou¬ 
sands of people.” 

Hennessey, who was hired 
by former Sheriff Hongisto in 
1973, is said to have spent his 
entire career working for a 
more humane jail system. 

On Gay-related issues Hen¬ 
nessey pledged himself to im¬ 
plement the following policies: 


1. CLASSIFICATION: The 
frequent sexual assaults and 
harassment of Gay prisoners

will change with an improved 
classification system to better 
protect prisoners. Mike will 
work to create a sophisticated 
classification system which will 
decrease prisoner violence and 
jail rapes. 

2. GAY & LESBIAN COM¬ 
MUNITY ADVISORY 
BOARD: Mike plans to re¬ 
activate the now dormant Gay 
and Lesbian Community Ad¬ 
visory Board. Working closely 
with Mike, this Board will 
address the issues and prob¬ 
lems of Gay and Lesbian staff 
and prisoners to build a needed 
support system within the 
Sheriff’s Department. 

3. HIRING POLICY: Mike 
recognizes the need for more 
Gay and Lesbian staff in the 
Sheriffs Department and will 
actively recruit men and wo¬ 
men committed to improving 
the jail conditions.

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Local Episcopalians Respond 
To Anti-Gay Vote 

CALIFORNIANS BY AND LARGE DISSENT... 

San Francisco Episcopalians — particularly the Gay members — were greatly disappointed with 
their church’s latest stand on practicing homosexuals as priests. However, they do not appear to be 
defeated. In fact, a few are taking the matter with a grain of sand . . . seeing themselves more ad¬ 
vanced (perhaps more Christian) than the majority. 


Meeting in Denver, Colo¬ 
rado, two weeks ago, the Epis¬ 
copalian House of Deputies 
passed a resolution that no 
practicing homosexual be or¬ 
dained by the 3-million mem¬ 
ber church. The resolution was 
previously approved in the 239 
member House of Bishops; 
however, 31 bishops — includ¬ 
ing Bishop C. Kilmer Myers 
(Bishop of California) signed a 
statement of conscience in ob¬ 
jection. Their statement took 
exception to the part of the 
resolution which denied ordi¬ 
nation to practicing homo¬ 
sexuals. 

Since that resolution of the 
66th General Convention, 
local Gay Episcopalians — 
both lay members and clergy 
— have been expressing varied 
reactions to the resolution. 

One local response that has 
been voiced repeatedly is that 
the resolution is merely a 
recommendation, not a law. 

Bob Fuller, San Francisco 
Integrity (Gay Episcopalians) 
Covenor, commented that the 
dissenting 31 bishops “will not 
be bound by the resolution and 
will continue to examine candi¬ 
dates for ordination on indi¬ 
vidual merit.” Bishop Myers 
echoed this sentiment in a 
statement prepared for the 
press. He affirmed “there was 
no canonical legislation against 
the ordination of homosexuals. 
Everyone needs to understand 
this,” he continued, “these 
were guidelines.” 

Bishop Myers — the chief 


pastor of the Diocese of Cali¬ 
fornia, which embraces 126 
parishes and over 55 thousand 
members — stated that he was 
not at all pleased with the out¬ 
come. On Sunday, Sept. 23, 
speaking to his congregation in 
San Francisco’s Grace Cathe¬ 
dral, he reaffirmed his support 
of homosexual men and 
women in the church. Explain¬ 
ing why he signed the state¬ 
ment of conscience, Myers de¬ 
nounced the restriction as “de¬ 
stroying any pastoral relation¬ 
ships with any Gay person . . . 
It will not have that effect on 
this diocese.” He concluded, 
“We will go on as we have in 
the past, regarding homosexu¬ 
al persons as completely the 
children of God . . . treating 
them not as special groups, but 
as individual Christians.” 

Another sentiment from Gay 
Episcopalians was that the res¬ 
olution was not that big an 
item. Paul Evans, associate 
and priest in charge of St. 
John’s Church on 15th St., 
told B.A.R., “My initial reac¬ 
tion: don’t expect institutions 
to be prophetic — their main 
function is usually to maintain 
the status quo. Although in the 
past the Episcopal Church has 
been more prophetic than most 
institutions — in this case I find 
it disappointing. At St. John’s,” 
(a parish that has many single 
and Gay members) he contin¬ 
ued, “we will disseminate the 
statement of conscience of the 
dissenting 31 bishops.” 

There were even positive re¬ 
sponses. Rev. Richard Younge 
of San Jose (National Integrity 


Secretary) said: “Contrary to 
reports in the press, Gay male/ 
Lesbian Episcopalians came 
out of convention stronger than 
at previous conventions. The 
subject was discussed calmly 
and positively in open commit¬ 
tee hearing — an unprecedent¬ 
ed event. Gay people and their 
supporters made a terrifically 
favorable impression on the 
delegates — some of whom 
had their first opportunity to 
talk with openly Gay persons. 

“The level of energy and joy 
at the Integrity booth in Exhibi¬ 
tion Hall was a high point. Gay 
persons made it clear they in¬ 
tend to stay in all levels of the 
church.” 

Bishop Myers added with re¬ 
gard to the guidelines, “Except 
for one,” he said, “they were 
wonderful, pastoral and 
Christian.” 

Dr. Robert L. Bettinger, an 
Episcopalian priest who now 
works as an organizational con¬ 
sultant, reacted more strongly. 
He told B.A.R., “I didn’t want 
to believe it could happen. And 
I will put forth all efforts so that 
I will not be denied any rights of 
my priesthood.” He said what 
remains unsolved is whether a 
Gay priest can gain employ¬ 
ment or remain effective in 
existing assignments. These 
issues were skirted. Bettinger 
has been spending consider¬ 
able time since the disappoint¬ 
ing Bishops’ resolution rallying 
his friends and supporters in 
the California diocese. He sup¬ 
plied B.A.R. with most of the 
data for this article. 



To Complain About Askew 

Britt Collars V.P. at Luncheon 


Vice President Walter Mon¬ 
dale came to the Fairmont 
Hotel last week to bolster Jim¬ 
my Carter’s sagging fortunes. 
He didn’t want to talk about 
Gay rights, and he particularly 
didn’t want to talk about Reu¬ 
ben Askew. Askew, former 
governor of Florida, is Carter’s 
nominee for chief U.S. trade

negotiator. 

From all reports, the lunch¬ 
eon — at $250 a plate — was 
something of a dud. The house 
was heavily “papered” with a 
last-minute sale of tickets at 
$10 apiece. 

Harry Britt, Supervisor from 
District 5, was one of those 
who paid $10 for a ticket — not 
just to listen to Mondale but to 
speak to him about Askew. 
Askew had told the press that 
he would not knowingly permit 


a homosexual to work on his 
staff. Askew, who while gov¬ 
ernor of Florida had endorsed 
Anita Bryant’s campaign to re¬ 
peal a Greater Miami human 
rights ordinance, told a Senate 
committee last week that he 
believed he hired only hetero¬ 
sexuals for his staff. 

Under further questioning 
Askew said he would hence¬ 
forth hire only heterosexuals — 
at the same time obeying fed¬ 
eral policy that bars discrimina¬ 
tion in employment on the 
basis of one’s sexual prefer¬ 
ence. 

Britt went up to the V.P. and 
expressed his and the San 
Francisco Gay community’s 
outrage over the Askew stand. 
Mondale told Britt that Askew’s 
position was not the same as 
the President’s. Britt also asked 
Mondale for an appointment 
with either himself or some 
White House aide during the 
October 14 March on Wash¬ 
ington weekend. 

Britt told B.A.R ., “I think I 
got the message across to the 
Vice President that the Gay 
community was outraged at 
this appointment. I find it hard 
to believe,” Britt continued, 
“that a White House that so 
espoused human rights can 
blithely appoint a man who 
makes such blatantly bigoted 
statements.” 

When Mondale told Britt that 


Askew’s position was not that 
of the White House, Britt said, j 
“Well then withdraw the 
appointment.” He received no 
commitment from the V.P. on I 
such a course of action. 

Britt also spoke at length 
with a White House aide to 
Hamilton Jordan, Carter’s 
newly-appointed Chief of Staff. 

At the same time Britt, along 
with Gay mayoral candidate 
David Scott, sent a telegram to 
President Carter condemning 
the Askew nomination. Mayor | 
Feinstein also telegraphed her ! 
shock to Carter. Quentin Kopp 
telegramed U.S. Senator Alan | 
Cranston urging him to reject 
Askew. Said Kopp, “To con¬ 
firm Mr. Askew’s nomination ; 

. . . would give credence to 
those who believe that Gay 
people can be systematically 
excluded from employment 
opportunities.” He concluded, 
“Such actions should not be 
encouraged.”

WHISTLE STOMPING 
TO WASHINGTON 

On the eve of the Gay community’s first nationwide 
assemblage and protest — a “bon voyage” sentiment or 
two is in order. First of all it is a major event, a milestone 
in the march for civil and personal liberties. The decisions 
to participate or not have by now been long since made. 
Some are going, some are not; for reasons valid in either 
case. 

We are pleased to see that the major thrust will be from 
those Gay enclaves not in the national limelight. It’s time 
the smaller cities, the towns, suburban, and rural Gays 
came forward for their share of the battle and its conse¬ 
quences. 

So too that the Rubin Askew incident happily hap¬ 
pened to coincide with the March. The avowed 
homophobia of Carter’s recent appointee has given the 
March focus and specificity. 

We are pleased and thankful that San Francisco will be 
represented by Supervisor Flarry Britt. As one of the few 
upfront Gay officials in the nation, it is almost taken for 
granted that Britt would attend. Yet he does so at consid¬ 
erable sacrifice. He must give 5 days to Washington, 
while on the local scene he fights for his political life — 
where the loss of even an hour of campaigning is hazard. 
The downtown interests have decided he must go, and 
even the Mayor has taken to campaigning for his non- 
Gay opponents. On the home front these things we must 
remember. 

We thank all those on the March committee for their 
vision and their perseverance. Their rewards will derive 
from the impact and success of the March itself. 

To the participants — we staying behind are counting 
on you to carry the message and the spirit. For us, pack a 
whistle and when you get to Washington, use it at the 
rallies and assemblies. Let the lawmakers know the Gay 
voice can be loud and clear and that it too can be shrill 
and insistent. Let them know that the Gay voice is both 
before them, and also doubling for those where it still 
must remain invisible. 

Of all the symbols depicting Gaydom — the whistle is 
increasingly establishing itself as a Gay trademark. It both 
serves us well and says so many things. 

Let Washington and the White House hear its sound 
and its message. Blow it in memoriam for Harvey Milk 
and in outrage for every crime committed against Gay 
people down through the ages. 

Otherwise, have a gay Gay party for which we are 
equally famous ... or infamous. Get a little on the side,

FEMINISM AND/OR GAYS 

★ Laura Atkinson’s sensitive, intelligent and beauti¬ 
ful response (B.A.R., Sept. 13) to Sally Gearhart’s 
letter is the one ray of sunshine in the whole sad busi¬ 
ness. It can’t be forgotten that feminism itself has been 
shaped by a heterosexual society, and Gearhart’s 
letter and Alexander’s article show the alarming ease 
with which traditional homophobia can be rational¬ 
ized in Lesbian/Feminist terms. 

The position of Gay men in the feminist movement 
has always been ambiguous: to have Gay rights 
conditional on passage of the ERA, and an open 
question afterwards leaves questions as to the status 
of Gay rights in states that have already ratified the 
ERA. 

One of the basic themes of the Bryant-Briggs cam¬ 
paigns has been that Gays aren’t really oppressed, but 
are just seeking special privileges. My own experience 
with the Lesbian/Gay March on Washington left me 
feeling that while we were combating stereotypes of 
Third World people and women, we were still bound 
by those of Gay men as pastel equivalents of hetero 
men: as if being oppressed for your sexuality were 
less real or urgent than other oppressions 

Sixteen hundred years of a homophobic society 
have given Gays their own issues, and the responsi¬ 
bility to regard their own oppression and that of other 
Gays with the same respect, attention and urgency 
that women regard feminist issues.

POLICE “STRIKE” AGAIN

The three men proceeded to cross, and one officer 
took off after the three on foot, catching one innocent 
guy and began swinging him all over the sidewalk, 
shouting obscenities at him and dragging him to the 
police car. When they reached the car, he threw him 
over the trunk of the car and proceeded to frisk him 
like a hardened criminal when in fact all he was guilty 
of was jaywalking! It was so obvious, verbally and 
visually, that this was a pure case of Gay harassment! 
Most onlookers stood there in utter disbelief that this 
could happen on Polk Street! 

I am new to this city and was shocked by this out¬ 
rage after hearing for so long that it was quite accept¬ 
able to be Gay and live here. 

Is San Francisco regressing? To be quite frank, I 
was pissed! BUT, considering it was a “law enforcer 
doing his duty,” all I could do was stand there, watch 
helplessly, yet knowing this so-called “law enforcer” 
was DEAD WRONG! What do we do to stop this 
totally uncalled for and discriminating police harass¬ 
ment?

GAY SPECULATORS 

★ We are outraged and disgusted by the series of 
articles on Gay Speculators which appeared in the 
Saturday, September 1st edition of the San Francisco 
Chronicle.

They choose what 
community to be in when it’s convenient, and that 
white privilege doesn’t fit my definition of a minority,” 
it is important to note that his remarks apply to very 
few in the gay community. For gays who are neither 
wealthy or white the struggle to obtain decent housing 
and jobs in San Francisco is an ongoing one, as is the 
case for all minorities, particularly lesbians and 
women of color who must also confront sexism. 

We believe that most of those quoted in the articles 
do not represent the attitudes of the majority of the 
gay or third world populations and in fact were 
probably chosen because of their reactionary beliefs in 
order to further divide the many at the bottom of the 
economic ladder. We would no more support the 
likes of racist Donald Lipper who said, according to 
one article, “Why the hell should this gem of a city be 
given over to welfare blacks? Put them in Idaho or at 
least Oakland”, than a homophobic who beat up 
lesbians in women’s bars or screamed “faggort” at two 
men holding hands.

LATEST INS POLICIES 
NOT APPLICABLE IN MICHIGAN 


The Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization Service (INS) contin¬ 
ues to refuse entry of suspected 
homosexuals into the U.S., 
B.A.R. learned from an article 
written by Larry Bush printed 
in The Blade, the Washington, 
D.C., and Baltimore area Gay 
newspaper. The turning back 
of homosexuals trying to enter 
the U.S. is in violation of a new 
ten-point policy directive that 
admits “suspected” homosexu¬ 
als into the U.S. on a “de¬ 
ferred” basis and forbids border 
turnbacks. 

At Port Huron, Michigan, 
during the time of August 22 to 
August 24, at least 55 women 
were refused entrance from 
Canada while attempting to 
attend the fourth Annual Michi¬ 
gan Women’s Music Festival at 
Hesperin, Michigan. Though 
the festival is a major event for 
women, drawing 8,000 partici¬ 
pants this year, not just those 
suspected of being homosexu¬ 
als were forbidden entrance 
into the U.S., but also women 
who were suspected of attend¬ 
ing the festival. 

Though most women were 



not officially refused entrance, 
the majority withdrew their 
applications for entry following 
harassment and intimidation 
by officials. “Sexual deviate” 
was stamped on some visitors 
passports. 

Some of the questions asked 
of the women by (INS) officers 
are as follows: When was the 
last time you slept with a 
woman? Which do you enjoy 
more, sleeping with a man or a 
woman? What do you do in 
bed? What are the sexual pref¬ 
erences of your friends? Do 
you live with a woman? Who is 
the male and who is the female 
in your relationship? Do you 
have a purse? Do you ever 
carry a purse? Why are you 
traveling with other women? 
Are you sure you are not meet¬ 
ing other women in the U.S.? 

There are also incidents re¬ 
ported of children being 
allowed into the U.S. while 
their mothers were not. Pre¬ 
scription medicines were con¬ 
fiscated and clothing items 
were help up repeatedly for 
inspection. 

Lloyd Bishop, associate 
commissioner for examinations 
in the region including Port 
Huron, offered no apologies 
for the actions of the officers 
but rather stated, “If a person 
didn’t understand what you 
meant when you asked them 
about homosexuality then I 
might ask for more details of 
their life. I understand there are 
books published for the homo¬ 
sexual trade. What if someone 
had such materials? What if 
they were going to a meeting 
place where no one was going 
but homosexuals?”

Carol Ruth Silver opened her 
campaign headquarters last 
week.

Instead they 
are paroled into this country 
with a “deferred” notation that 
would subject them to an “ex¬ 
amination to determine homo¬ 
sexuality” if (INS) lawyers 
come up with a standard test. 

The National Gay Task 
Force, the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women, and the Gay 
Rights National Lobby are all 
trying to seek remedies in 
administrative actions to 
change the (INS) policy.

Lesbians on her staff. Her deci¬ 
sion to unseat Freitas (the en¬ 
gineer of the Dan White 
murder trial miscarriage) has 
brought almost unanimous 
Gay support to her efforts. On 
her campaign rounds she is 
often escorted by an upfront 
Gay, among whom are 
Gordon Armstrong of the Pub¬ 
lic Defender’s office and 
B.A.R. editor Paul Lorch. 

Besides the Latinos, Silver 
has developed strong ties with 
the Asian communities and 
other minority constituencies. 
(She was recently endorsed by 
the Japanese American Demo¬ 
cratic Club and the Chinese 
American Democratic Club — 
the most active and influential 
political group within the Asian 
community.) Silver also has 
close ties with the city’s liberal 
Jewish community. 

An intrepid campaigner, 
Silver feels her campaign, 
under the direction of Marcia 
Smollens, is humming along 
smoothly. At present, her 
major weakness is a lack of 
funds. Headquarters staffer 
Jerry Campbell told B.A.R. 
that a major appeal is under¬ 
way to her many Gay support¬ 
ers. He said the need is crucial. 

Conversely, little of Freitas 
has been seen on the campaign 
trail. Neither he nor any repre¬ 
sentative of his has made a 
pitch to the local Gay Demo¬ 
cratic clubs.

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INTERVIEW: Howard Wallace 

Candidate, District 5 


By Ray P. Cpmeau 

Knowing where to begin fill- 
ing out the picture of Howard 
Wallace is a problem. Now 44, 
Howard has been living in San 
Francisco for 14 years and the 
last four in a homey second- 
floor flat just back of Church 
Street Station which he cur¬ 
rently shares with three other 
Gay men. In the sunny, small 
back living room, papers of all 
kinds (some with hordes of 
scribbled names and phone 
numbers) cover the coffee 
table. The furniture is heavy, 
mostly leather, and there is a 


bar by the window with empty 
wine bottles and dusty up¬ 
turned glasses. Also in the 
room, a bookcase chock-full of 
books that look well-used as 
well as a variety of plants all 
about, also dusty — thriving 
nonetheless. 

Now and then pushing the 
handle and stretching out com¬ 
fortably on his padded leather 
recliner, occasionally interrupt¬ 
ed by phone calls and room¬ 
mates and the energetic female 
of a pair of black and white ter-

riers who also share the living 
spce, Howard Wallace comes 
across immediately as a calm, 
gracious and serious man firm¬ 
ly dedicated to the ideal that 
the purpose of politics is to 
serve the people. 

He is dressed casually: 
corduroy trousers, loose-fitting 
terry cloth short-sleeved shirt, 
slippers without socks. He 
looks something like a cross be¬ 
tween Jack Nicholson and. 
Clark Gable and has personali¬ 
ty characteristics reminiscent of 
the best qualities of Gary 
Cooper and Spencer Tracy. 
Some combination! But in 
direct contrast to such matinee 
idol allusions, there isn’t a hint 
of phoniness about the man — 
no guarded statements, no 
“acting,” only complete 
candor. It’s all couched in a soft 
voice, an easy-going manner 
that also gives rift to the rumor 
of a fiery Wallace tempera¬ 
ment. Though this is our first 
official introduction, it is not the 
first time I’ve observed 
Wallace. On various forays into 
District 5, he has inevitably 
seemed to pop up, handing out 
campaign literature from a 
small knapsack without a lot of 
typiucal political brouhaha, 
greeting and meeting people in 
a laid-back easy-going manner. 

Reconstructing Howard 
Wallace’s politically active past 
is like trying to do a Reader’s 
Digest number on “War and 
Peace.” It-all began for him 
over 25 years ago in Denver 
where he debated in high 
school for the abolition of the 
then-active House Un- 
American Activities Commit¬ 
tee, was active with the ACLU 
and served the NAACP (re¬ 
member, this is the early 50’s, 
long before such things were 
“fashionable”). At age 19 he 
managed the campaign for a 
Black woman candidate for the 
Denver School Board. He be¬ 
came a Teamster about this 
time and remains affiliated with 
that union to this day. He 
organized the Committee 
Against Police Brutality; he was 
a founder of Friends of SNCC; 
he aided in establishing the 
New Hispano Party; he helped 
set up groups opposing the 
Viet Nam war on college 
campuses across Colorado and 
Wyoming . . . and it goes on 
and on, Howard Wallace’s so- 
called “radical” political lean¬ 
ings finding expression in 
active volunteer work within 
the community year after year 
after year. 


Still “in the closet” at age 30, 
Howard moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco. In 1969 he helped form 
the Community Conference to 
Support the San Francisco 
State Strike, continued to sup¬ 
port striking laborers and the 
anti-war movement. In the 


early 70’s Howard finally 
“came out” — with a bang! — 
while doing a television inter¬ 
view. 

In the years since, the Gay 
rights movement has played a 
focal role in Howard’s commu¬ 
nity-oriented volunteer efforts. 
With others he founded Bay 
Area Gay Liberation, helped 
launch Gay Action, initiated 
(with Harvey Milk) the Coors 
Boycott, was a founder of 
BACABI, and, again, on and 


Credentials? They read like a 
history lesson. And that’s pre¬ 
cisely Howard’s bag: History. 
The past has tremendous im¬ 
pact on the future, he says, 
echoing the sentiments of San¬ 
tayana. As for the present, 
Wallace agrees with Jimmy 
Carter’s evaluation that Ameri¬ 
ca is presently suffering from a 
“malaise of the spirit.” Howard 
sees a lot of people “walking 
around with no values.” He 
sees a lot of reactionary postur¬ 
ing of the “I’ve got mine, screw 
you!” variety. He feels this is at 
the base of the “malaise” and 
that the condition has definite 
reverberations within the Gay 
community as well. It is, he 
says, a return to the selfish 
“American Dream” ethic 
exemplified by the early 50’s. 
The primary difference, he 
says, is that the consciousness 
of many Americans has been 
raised now to the point where 
many cannot accept such a 
simplistic set of values. He 
credits the Civil Rights move¬ 
ment with having “opened the 
way for everybody.” 

Moreover, in Wallace’s opin¬ 
ion, the Left in this country has 
failed to effectively address the 
issue of Gay rights. Now that 
the action has moved from out 
in the streets into the realm of 
legal and political struggle, the 
sincerity of some political 
leaders regarding Gay rights is 
being called into question — 


after realizing that it couldn’t be 
stopped, that Britt can’t be 
trusted (“Cross him once adn 
that’s it!”), that Britt has lost the 
Gay support base that Harvey 
had established in the Castro 
Area, that Britt has “sold out” 
to the Advocate Experience- 
type power brokers and 
foolishly expects, if elected, to 
put these people aside and get 
on with personal progressive 
ideas once in office. 

As for the others in the race, 
Howard feels Kevin Wads¬ 
worth is “too conservative” for 
progressive District 5, that Mat- 
lovich is “even more naive than 
Britt,” and calls Kay Pachtner 
“a good campaigner, good 
speaker” but one who “relies 
too heavily on connections 
rather than being out on the 
streets.” As for Sally Gearhart’s 
Pachtner campaign “letter” 
attacking Britt specifically and 
Gay men generally, Wallace 
called it a “very contentious 
piece” and one that may hinder 
rather than help Pachtner. 

Generally Wallace feels that 
a Gay candidate will win in Dis¬ 
trict 5, that the district “leans 
towards” a left-liberal type be¬ 
cause the historical voting pat¬ 
terns support this theory. He 
says that he has substantial and 
hard-earned grass roots back¬ 
ing, that his long history of sup¬ 
porting the cause of the work¬ 
ing class will get him through, 
that he is “chipping away” at 
Hallinan’s. union support base, 
and that his campaign is 
“gonna zoom very shortly.” 
Summing it up, he states: “I 
think the district conforms to 
my politics to a large degree. A 
very large degree.” 

As for the future, Wallace’s 
outlook is both grim and opti¬ 
mistic, certainly a dichotomy, 
but understandably reflective of 
the times. He sees “strains of 
Puritanism” returning, a “deep, 
deep, deep alienation sinking 
into American society.” He

those who want to be our 
“friends;” those who want to 
help, idealistically, from a dis¬ 
tance; those who are willing to 
support Gays as long as Gays 
“behave” (the name of at least 
one mayoral candidate pops to 
mind). The cure, the historical 
lesson that Gays need to listen 
to, Wallace advises, is to form 
alliances “first and foremost” 
with the Black community and 
other minority groups rather 
than those “who change as the 
winds change.” The Gay rights 
movement, in other words and 
in the opinion of Howard 
Wallace, can only survive if we 
maintain strict and wary inde¬ 
pendence from such “friends” 
and ally ourselves only with 
others who are oppressed. 

As for District 5, Wallace 
sees both Terence Hallinan and 
Harry Britt as “real threats” to 
the Gay rights movement — 
Hallinan from outside, Britt 
from within. He states that Hal¬ 
linan’s campaign is being built 
up around “the family, the 
family, the family” — calling it 
“code language for: Unite 
Against Gays.” Further, says 
Wallace, after a strictly “oppor¬ 
tunist left-wing past” Hallinan is 
now moved too far right to be 
attractive to Gay militant and 
moderate voters. 

And Britt? Howard states 
that Mayor Feinstein was “us¬ 
ing him” to “raise conscious¬ 
ness” of Gays in the City (for 
whom and in what direction is 
still unclear). Taking it a step 
further, Wallace says that Britt’s 
term in office thus far has been 
“a joke,” that he is a “weather 
vane, not a leader,” that he 
leaped on the bandwagon for 
the March on Washington only 


sees danger in the growing 
strength of ultra-right wing 
youth who are “advancing 
mystical values” as “something 
to cling to” in this helter-skelter 
social order, false values that 
replace social responsibility. 
Wallace contends that we will 
see a build-up of this anti-Gay 
sentiment, a furthering of the 
scapegoating of Gays just as 
Jews, communists and Blacks 
have been scapegoated in the 
past. 

On the other side of the clos¬ 
ing vice, Wallace places those 
who adhere to the “Feinstein- 
ian way,” those who would 
devastate the Gay rights move¬ 
ment through “benign neglect” 
and meaningless appointments 
of ineffective Gays to card¬ 
board city government posi¬ 
tions. Our interim mayor, 
Wallace contends, would like 
to see the Gay rights move¬ 
ment “out of the way” so that 
San Francisco can magically go 
back to being the place where 
“cable cars climb halfway to the 
stars.” 


Wallace repeats several 
times, “I believe in democra¬ 
cy.” In keeping with this ideal, 
he sees the unionization of 
workers in Gay buisnesses and 
bars throughout the City as an 
inevitability. Right now, he 
states, in the substantially Gay- 
owned Castro Street bars and 
restaurants the employees 
have no contractual rights and 
much of the hiring is done on 
the basis of who’s willing to 
sleep with the owner. It is one 
of the “hot” issues he intends to 
pursue, if elected, one that 
came to a boil with the Patio 
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Cafe and one that cannot be 
ignored. “The first Gay bar that 
goes union,” predicts Howard 
Wallace, “will be packed with 
customers.” 

On other issues — housing, 
police, city services, etc. — 
Wallace makes direct, no- 
nonsense statements in his 
campaign literature. His posi¬ 
tion on all of them is the result 
of careful study, acute sensitivi¬ 
ty as to their effect on people 
rather than profits, his “histori¬ 
cal perception” and socialist- 
activist background. 


Howard is convinced that 
District 5 voters will “look to a 
more substantial record” when 
they approach the polls in 
November. In terms of experi¬ 
ence, concern for individual 
rights, the ability to speak out 
clearly and candidly on the 
issues, integrity, Howard 
Wallace is hard to beat. While 
he may not have the financial 
backing of the two current 
front-runners in District 5, he’d 
make one hell of a supervisor.

STONEWALL, HARVEY MILK CLUBS 
ENDORSE SCOTT 


FEINSTEIN TAKES BUT 3 VOTES, FREITAS 1 FROM OVER 100 CAST 


The Scott for Mayor cam¬ 
paign picked up important sup¬ 
port last week when both the 
Stonewall Democratic Club 
and the Harvey Milk Gay 
Democratic Club endorsed the 
likable Scott in his uphill race 
against the incumbent Feinstein 
and the third major challenger, 
Supervisor Quentin Kopp. 

Scott was delighted to get 
the overwhelming endorse¬ 
ment of the Harvey Milk Club, 
saying the endorsement of the 
“most progressive” Democratic 
club in the city had given his 
campaign “an important boost 
at a critical point of the race.” 
There appeared to be no ques¬ 
tion the Milk Club would en¬ 
dorse the Scott campaign as 
one member after another 
stood up and the endorsement 
night meeting to pledge their 
support of David Scott, and the 
final result was a ringing en¬ 
dorsement by 84% of the Milk

Club members. 

In a short statement accept¬ 
ing the endorsement, a happy 
David Scott said that he would 
be asking every member of the 
Club to put in time and work in 
the Scott for Mayor race and he 
pledged a fight that would “put 
us into a run-off in December.” 

In other city races, the Milk 
Club Democrats endorsed 
Supervisor Carol Ruth Silver 
for District Attorney with a re¬ 
sounding 92% of the vote, and 
endorsed challenger Mike Hen¬ 
nessey for Sheriff with 89% of 
the votes going to Hennessey 
in his bid to unseat the scandal- 
plagued Gene Brown, who 
was appointed Sheriff upon the 
resignation of former Sheriff 
Dick Hongisto. 

In another race, that of 
Supervisor in District 9, the 
Milk Club members, many who 


were angry at the challenger in 
that race, Nancy Walker, for 
deliberately voting in the 
Democratic County Committee 
to deny Supervisor HARRY 
Britt the County Demo en¬ 
dorsement, decided that they 
would turn the cheek once 
more and gave Walker the 
Club’s endorsement in her fight 
against the incumbent Republi¬ 
can Lee Dolson. There was a 
lot of bitterness from Britt loyal¬ 
ists and those close to Britt 
clearly could have blocked the 
Walker endorsement if they 
so chose, but one Britt support¬ 
er after another followed the 
lead set by Milk Club President 
Bill Krause and asked the other 
members to put aside what 
Carol Ruth Silver later referred 
to as a “great insult to this com¬ 
munity” (the denial of Walker 
to allow Britt the Demo Com¬ 
mittee endorsement) and 
Walker ended up with 73% of 
the votes to receive the en-

dorsement. Despite the vote in 
her favor, several members left 
no doubt they regard the 
Walker vote on the Committee 
as a betrayal by Nancy Walker; 
as one Britt worker put it, 
“How can she stand before us 
and tell us how important it is 
that the Board have represen¬ 
tation of Gays and other 
minorities and then deliberately 
block the County endorsement 
of the only Gay on that 
Board?” 

In other Supervisorial races, 
the Harvey Milk Club endorsed 
incumbent Gordon Lau in Dis¬ 
trict 1; Enola Maxwell over the 
incumbent Bob Gonzales in 
District 7; and Eric Moncur 
over the incumbent Ronald 
Pelosi in District 11. 

The Stonewall Democratic 
Club actually became the first 
Club to endorse David Scott for 
Mayor when that group voted 
to back Scott with 55% of the 
votes cast, with 40% backing 
the incumbent Dianne Fein¬ 
stein, and 5% going to Quentin 
Kopp. The Stonewall Club 
gave Mike Hennessey 75% of 
its vote in endorsing him for 
Sheriff. In the race for District 
Attorney the Stonewall Demo¬ 
crats voted to endorse chal¬ 
lenger Arlo Smith with 55% of 
the vote and 40% going to 
Carol Ruth Silver, and 5% to 
the incumbent. In the races for 
Supervisor, the Stonewall 
group endorsed Gordon Lau in 
District 1; Harry Britt in District 
5; Nancy Walker in District 9; 
Eric Moncur in District 11; and 
voted no endorsements in 
Districts 3 and 7. 


In addition, the Stonewall 
Club voted to endorse the anti- 
highrise Initiative (Prop, o), the 
tax Initiative (Prop. P), the 
rent control Initiative (Prop. R), 
and voted to abolish the Vice 
Squad (Prop. Q). 

Candidate Calls 
for Gay Judge 

Terence Hallinan last week 
called upon Governor Brown 
to appoint to the San Francisco 
Courts an openly Gay or Les¬ 
bian attorney. In so requesting, 
Hallinan commended the 
governor’s appointment of a 
Gay attorney to the Los 
Angeles Superior Court and 
noted this as a great step for¬ 
ward in guaranteeing all citi¬ 
zens equal rights. 

Hallinan is considered Britt’s 
major challenger in the District 
5 Supervisorial race. In the last 
few weeks Hallinan has been 
actively courting the Gay vote 
in District 5. 

Hallinan first entered local 
politics in 1977 when he ran 
against the late Harvey Milk. 
He came in second. This year 
the rules have been changed 
(no longer winner take all) so 
that a run-off will fellow the 
November 6 election if no can¬ 
didate gets 51 % of the vote. 

In a letter dated September 
17, Hallinan concluded, “. 
there are a great many compe¬ 
tent, openly Gay and Lesbian 
attorneys here in San Francis¬ 
co. This Gay community de¬ 
serves representation on our 
bench.” 

Hallinan, who has much of 
the old guard, establishment 
support, must make inroads 
into the sizable District 5 Gay 
vote if he is to be elected. To 
this end Hallinan has been un¬ 
successful thus far.

As a playing member of the 
Gay Freedom Day Marching 
Band I want to respond to the 
letter “Gay Band Neglected” 
)B.A.R ., Sept. 13). There was 
a lot of “misinformation” in that 
letter which I would like to 
correct and several questions 
which need answers.

First of all I was not aware 
that a lot of our founding mem¬ 
bers have left the band.

I. loyal members. I know of two 
1 women who stayed with the 
band and left the Lesbian 
Chorus when that organization 
split away. And, no, our uni¬ 
form was not designed with 
women in mind, but with 
economy in mind. Almost 
everyone (including women) 
has a pair of jeans at home. 

1 would like to briefly re¬ 
spond to questions, the ones I 
feel qualified to answer. 

“Why has the general mem¬ 
bership never seen a com¬ 
plete financial report?” 

We have seen one. 

“What happened to the 
democratically elected band 
council?” 

Most of them quit the band 
to form another one. At pres¬ 
ent, a committee of playing 
members is drawing up a set of 
by-laws which will, among 
other things, define leadership 
roles. Since we have such a 
busy schedule, this has been a 
long process. 

Why was ‘our’ band incor-

porated under the larger 
Golden Gate Performing Arts 
instead of on its own?” 

For the umpteenth time, 
what goddam difference does it 
make? 

“Why have other Gay per¬ 
forming groups (i.e. Lesbian 
Chorus) absolutely refused to 
join [GGPA]?” 

I believe your use of the 
plural in this sentence is mis¬ 
leading and ungrammatical. 

“Is it true that the greatest 
ruling clique of ‘our’ band is 
made up of est graduates?” 

Beats me! 

“Why is it so difficult to get 
‘our’ band to play for commu¬ 
nity functions?” 

There are only two days in a 
weekend, and we spend most 
of our weekends playing at or 
preparing for some community 
function. The rest of the week 
we are all out earning the 
money to pay our rents and to 
keep food on the table. 

“Why did ‘our’ band vote 
against playing for the dedi¬ 
cation of the Harvey Milk 
Center?” 

The city bureaucracy waited 
until the last minute to ask us to 
play, and we already had other 
commitments. 

I know nothing about the 
plans for a rifle drill team, but 
as an old pacifist and an ata¬ 
vistic child of the 60’s 1 am 
opposed to the formation of 
such a unit as part of the band. 
However, my membership in 
the band does not hinge upon 
such symbolic issues. I would 
prefer that such a unit not be 
formed, yet I don’t feel that I 
have a right to demand that 
it not be formed. 

I, too, questioned the propri¬ 
ety of Dianne Feinstein’s ap¬ 
pearance at our Grace Cathe¬ 
dral concert, but 1 think it is 
worth pointing out that she is 
not just a mayoral candidate. 
She also happens to be the 
mayor and she paid the Gay 
community a great favor by 
publicly chastising the Immigra¬ 
tion Service for its detention of 
the Gay British journalist and 
his lover. 

I would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to publicly express 
my gratitude to Jon Sims for 
his direction of this organization 
which has added more mean¬ 
ing and satisfaction to my life 
than anything I have ever done 
before. I think that the Gay 
community is lucky to have 
such a dedicated and impecca¬ 
bly trained musician and talent¬ 


ed musical coach to direct its 
band for only $1,000 a month. 
(It should also be pointed out 
that he spent a year with no in¬ 
come working more than full 
time to organize the band and 
the other performing groups 
that are now part of GGPA.) 

I would also like to thank the 
men and women of the band 
for their love and the Gay com¬ 
munity for its overwhelming 
support. 

I have always thought that 
the diversity of the Gay com¬ 
munity is a great source of 
strength. The fact that we are 
of both sexes, all ethnic groups, 
and all social backgrounds 
could be a tremendous source 
of power. To that diversity a 
Gay musical organization can 
add the opportunity for people 
of all political persuasions to 
work together. I support the 
efforts of musicians in the Gay 
community to form a different 
kind of band with a different 
approach to performance. I just 
wish we could stop wasting our 
time dishing each other.

HALLINAN FRONTS FOR BROSHEARS 


The largest and most popu¬ 
lar Gay disco in the Haight has 
been denied weekend after 
hours license by the Board of 
Permits Appeal. The Board, at 
its Wednesday, Sept. 19, 
meeting, was approached by 
Ray Broshears (who makes a 
habit of opposing Gay business 
licenses) and the Haight/Ash¬ 
bury Neighborhood 

Association. 

The I-Beam had been 
granted an after hours license 
(a cabaret license) by the San 
Francisco Police Department. 
The license was effective only 
on weekends from 2 to 6 AM. 

Attorney Terence Hallinan, 
candidate for Supervisor in Dis¬ 
trict 5 and who is trying to 
unseat incumbent Harry Britt, 
arrived with Broshears. Ac¬ 
cording to witnesses they sat 
together. Hallinan was one of 
the first to speak against the 


after hours license. He walked 
to the podium, and in his open¬ 
ing remarks said he represent¬ 
ed the Rev. Ray Broshears. 
Those attending said he made 
a point of saying that this was 
not a Gay/straight issue. He 
reportedly was the only speak¬ 
er who pointed up the sexual 
differences. 

Kay Pachtner, another Dis¬ 
trict 5 hopeful, also spoke 
against the permit. The main 
objections were parking, noise, 
late night street traffic. The 
Board subsequently reversed 
the Police Department and 
denied the permit 4 to 1. The 
I-Beam needed 2 out of 5 to 
keep its permit. 

Spokespersons for the 
I-Beam asked the Chairman of 
the Board of Appeals to dis¬ 
qualify himself from the voting. 
Chairman Engman was a 
former president of the Haight/

ONLY EIGHT ATTACKS IN THREE MONTHS? 


If you believe the above is 
grossly inaccurate, I agree! The 
above statistics come from 
police records for June, July, 
and August, 1979. The area 
covered is bounded by Castro, 
Duboce, Dolores, and 20th 
Streets. Filed under a general 
category of assault, if the 
record does not show the vic¬ 
tim’s Gay identity, or contain 
any anti-Gay threats or re¬ 
marks; the incident is just one 
more street confrontation. If it 
is not in official police record, it 
never happened. 

When a car full of punks 
goes by threatening and insult¬ 
ing you because you are Gay, 
report that. If you are threat¬ 
ened and “pushed around,” 
report it. The attackers view 
our community as an “easy 
mark,” passive and not likely to 
seek or receive help if attacked. 
That has to change! Just threats 
and minor physical intimidation 
gets boring after a while. When 
the attackers know they can get 
away with threats, they are 
likely to believe they can get 
away with carrying them out. 

The official attitude behind 
the statistics is that the problem 
of anti-Gay attacks is not nearly 
as serious as the Gay commu¬ 
nity claims it is. Police person¬ 
nel are allocated on a basis of 
reported crime. If you had a 
limited number of officers to 
assign, how many would you 
assign to an area with 15 
I assaults a month? How credible 
would you consider claims of

frequent anti-Gay attacks if 
your records showed only two 
in a full month? 

You can make an important 
contribution to your safety and 
that of your sisters and broth¬ 
ers. Report all attacks to both 
the SFPD and CUAV.

“CONSUMER ALERT’ 

While we take no stand on 
the sale and purchase of drugs, 
we are concerned about any 
situation which illustrates a 
need for caution to guard 
against anti-Gay attacks. 

Recently I received a call 
from a CUAV committee co¬ 
ordinator about an attack 
report. A Gay man had called 
to report that three men had 
attacked two Gay men on 
Castro Street near 18th. There 
seemed to be confusion on just 
who was injured, and who had 
been taken into police custody. 
After a visit to Mission District 
Police Station, and Mission 
Emergency, we learned that 
the fight began with an un¬ 
happy drug customer. 

A heterosexual drug dealer 
had displeased a Gay customer 
and that customer beat him. 
The dealer found two friends 
and brought them back to 
Castro Street to seek revenge 
on the unhappy customer. 
When the dealer could not lo¬ 
cate the customer, he pointed 
out a Gay man at random. The 
three attacked the innocent 
Gay man and his companion, 
resulting in injuries needing 
medical attention.

The attackers were held at 
Mission Station pending a re¬ 
port on the extent of injuries to 
the Gay men; all three were 
charged with assault. They ac¬ 
cused the Gay man of assault¬ 
ing them, and so the legal 
aspects of the incident were 
complicated. 

After our stop at the police 
station, I, as CUAV Co-Chair, 
and a friend from the Public 
Defender’s office went to 
Mission Emergency. We found 
that the Gay man accused by 
the dealer was not seriously in¬ 
jured, and his companion was 
unhurt. Despite the unpro¬ 
voked attack, and injuries dur¬ 
ing the fight, the Gay man 
“won” and had the three under 
Citizen’s Arrest when the police 
arrived. 

While this particular incident 
was handled well by both vic¬ 
tims and police, fights over 
street purchases can end in 
tragedy. The point: be aware 
of potential for attack, and 
therefore exercise cautious 
common sense on the streets.

Two groups have formed re¬ 
cently out of concern for safety 
on the streets. A group of 
neighbors on 19th Street, west 
of Dolores Park, and a group 
called Friends of Duboce Park 
asked CUAV for advice and 
help in organizing. 

Both groups are aware of, 
and want to end, attacks on 
Lesbians and Gay men. The 
groups represent a “whole 
community” response, a con¬ 


cern with the safety of every¬ 
one endangered by street vio¬ 
lence. Both groups’ member¬ 
ship is “heavily” Gay, as is the 
composition of their neighbor¬ 
hoods. One especially note¬ 
worthy aspect of the groups is 
their totally “integrated” make 
up. Women, men, Gays, non- 
Gays, elderly and young are all 
included as active and impor¬ 
tant participants. 

It can only benefit everyone 
in San Francisco to have 
awareness and concern with 
neighbors spread. The more 
people responding with 
whistles, reports to police, and 
other aid, the more trouble the 
attackers have to face. Hope¬ 
fully, response as a whole, 
united community will make 
the attacks more trouble than 
they are worth.

Senator Seeks 
Co-Sponsors for 
Gay Bill 

Washington, D.C. 

Senator Paul Tsongas (D- 
Mass.) has sent a “Dear Col¬ 
league letter to all members of 
the Senate announcing his in¬ 
tention to introduce legislation 
to prohibit employment dis¬ 
crimination against Lesbians 
and Gay men. The purpose of 
the letter is to seek co-sponsors 
for the proposed legislation. 

Gay Rights National Lobby 
Executive Director Steve En- 
dean expressed extreme 
pleasure at the development. 
He commented, “This marks 
the first time in history that a 
Lesbian/Gay civil rights bill will 
be in the United States Senate. 
Because of the nature of the 
Senate, where each member 
represents an entire state, 
introduction of a Senate Gay 
Rights Bill should provide a 
major assist in making this a 
truly national issue.” The Gay 
Rights National Lobby (based 
in the nation’s capital) has 
played a key role in securing 
this action and will continue to 
work closely with Senator 
Tsongas in securing additional 
sponsors and supporters. The 
timing of actual introduction of 
the Senate bill has not yet been 
determined, but it is hoped that 
it will be introduced before the 
conclusion of this legislative 
year. 

Endean also suggested that 
introduction of the first Senate 
Gay Rights Bill gives the Gay 
community good reason to 
attend the March on Washing¬ 
ton on October 14 and the 
National Constituent Lobbying 
Day on Monday, October 15.

‘PLAYBOY’ $’s for GRA 


The Playboy Foundation 
recently announced a support¬ 
ive grant to the San Francisco- 
based public interest law firm, 
Gay Rights Advocates. 
Executive Director of the Play¬ 
boy Foundation, Margaret 
Standist earmarked the funds 
to assist in seeking change in 
the Immigration and Naturali¬ 
zation policy which for the last 
27 years has excluded Lesbians 
and Gay men from entering the 
United States as afflicted with 
“psychopathic personalities.” 

In August of this year, Gay 
Rights Advocates succeeded in 
obtaining directives from the 
Surgeon General of the United 
States and from the Commis¬ 
sioner of the U.S. Immigration 
Service to cease examining and 
deporting aliens based on their 
sexual orientation. 

William Dillingham of Pills- 
bury, Madison & Sutro, who 
associated with Gay Rights Ad¬ 
vocates on the immigration 
cases, stated that, “Since the 
medical profession no longer 
recognizes homosexuality as a 
mental defect or disease, the 
enforcement mechanism 


became obselete and the 
statute unenforceable. We wel¬ 
come the INS directive and 
fully expect that INS will no 
longer inquire into the private 
sex live of entering aliens.” 

In effect, this leaves to Con¬ 
gress the decision whether to 
continue to exclude persons on 
the basis of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion, and if so, to provide clear 
standards and procedures for 
exclusion. Gay Rights 
Advocates Executive Director, 
Don Knutson said that it was 
“sound to leave this matter to 
Congress rather than require 
the Courts to divine congres¬ 
sional intent on the basis of 
1952 McCarthy-era hysteria.” 

The Playboy funds will be 
used to continue to challenge 
the INS regulations. Currently 
in the offices of Gay Rights Ad¬ 
vocates is the case of Zenaida 
Rebultan, a Lesbian from the 
Philippines who is being denied 
the right to join her family in 
the United States. 

When quizzed by the B.A.R. 
as to the amount of the grant, 
Judi Anderson, administrative

According to a spokes¬ 
woman, the local committee is 
deeply in debt for rent, print¬ 
ing, postage, phone bills, utili¬ 
ties, and would like to pay off 
its debts before the March. 


The University of California- 
San Francisco Medical Center 
now features a seminar series 
on Gay relationships in its 
Family Therapy training pro¬ 
gram. The program (according 
to press releases) is the only 
one of its kind in the country. 

The seminars are conducted 
for a (not necessarily Gay) stu¬ 
dent group of post graduate 
psychologists, physicians, 

| psychiatric residents and thera¬ 
pists from throughout the 
United States. The class hopes 
to make students more effec¬ 
tive professionals by giving 
them new insights into Gay 
psychology and sensitizing 
them to the particular needs of 
their own Gay clients. 

One feature of the seminar 
series is a field trip. Students 
are paired and assigned to 
spend an evening exploring 
Gay neighborhoods and bars. 
Immediately following the field 
trip, students assemble for a 
late night seminar which ex¬ 
plores their experiences and re¬ 
actions. 

Joseph Brewer, M.A., 
M.F.C.C., and Gary Walsh, 
M.S.W., L.C.S.W., both Gay, 
were selected by Dr. Chris 
Hatcher, Director of the U.C. 
Family Therapy Training 
program, to create, design and 
conduct these seminars be¬ 
cause of their unique work in 
the Gay community. Brewer 
and Walsh are currently pio¬ 
neering their own couples 
counseling and support pro¬ 
gram, geared to the special 
issues of Gay male couples. 

“It’s our hope,” says Brewer, 
“that the students will gain a 
greater awareness of problems 
facing homosexual relation¬ 


ships in a heterosexual world. 
We encourage them to carry 
these awarenesses home with 
them to their own communi¬ 
ties.” 

According to Walsh, “The 
needs of the homosexual are 
identical to those of the hetero¬ 
sexual. We all need love, sup¬ 
port and acceptance. What the 
‘straight’ world deprives us of, 
we must create for ourselves.”

POWER TRIPPING IN THE ARTS 
By George Heymont 


The opening week of any 
opera season is fraught with 
tension. This time around a full 
moon hovered over the San 
Francisco Opera. It did not take 
long for madness to run ramp¬ 
ant. Last year the frenzy cen¬ 
tered around Kurt Herbert 
Adler’s jubilee. This year 
marked the preparations for 
the company’s first live telecast. 
Pressures mounted quickly. 
Tempers flared. Many of the 
shenanigans which comprise 
the behind-the-scenes farce 
were captured by onsite TV 
camera crews. Some of the 
backstage insanity may appear 
next year in a TV documentary 
about “what goes into the 
making of grand opera.” 

BITCH! BITCH! BITCH! 

The lead soprano was the 
first to come unglued. This was 
to be Renata Scotto’s initial at¬ 
tempt at LA GIOCONDA. She 
was, of course, concerned that 
things be perfect. She was also 
in a royal snit because the 


tenor, Luciano Pavarotti, 
seemed to be garnering all of 
the pre-opening publicity. On 
opening night Scotto accused 
Pavarotti of deliberately 
upstaging her. The diva 
refused to come out for any 
curtain calls with him after her 
solo bow. The soprano’s hus¬ 
band later apologized to the 
chorus (through Adler) for the 
prima donna’s rip-snorting 
backstage temper tantrum. By 
the Sunday night DON 
CARLO rehearsal, supers were 
taking bets that Scotto would 
skip town after the telecast. 
Word hit the backstage crew 
there was a good chance Grace 
Bumbry might arrive in town as 
a replacement. 

Meanwhile, out front on 
opening night there was a 
heavy police presence in the 
auditorium. Two years prior 
the Opera House had been 
bombed as a symbol of “elitist 
activities.” Tires were slashed 
the night of the GIOCONDA

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dress rehearsal. Besides, ALL 
that jewelry had been hauled 
out of the vault for opening 
night! The presence of the cops 
did little to enhance the pleas¬ 
ure of most patrons. Some 
probably wished they had 
known there was to be a mili¬ 
tary dress code: they would 
gladly have come in full 
uniform drag rather than rent a 
tux. 

Opening night performances 
are often uneven. This year 
was to be no exception. Scotto 
did a fine job, but Pavarotti 
sounded tired and strained. At 
the concert in Golden Gate 
Park the following Sunday he 
clowned his way through a re¬ 
hearsal run-through while sing¬ 
ing at half-voice. He sounded 
weary. The Polish mezzo who 
joined him on the program 
(Madame Scotto did NOT 
choose to sing) showed even 
more promise than on opening 
night. The audience responded 
warmly. Toczyska was genu¬ 
inely touched; thrilled by the 
reception. She also wiped up 
the floor with Pavarotti, who 
seemed to be coasting on his 
laurels. One felt the uncanny 
presence of Eve Harrington 
smiling down from legendary 
skies. 

LET THEM EAT CAKE! 

This year the San Francisco 
Opera has come across some 
severe stumbling blocks. Nei¬ 
ther has the press been easily 
silenced or brought around to 
Adler’s side. In March Adler 
fired Bob Bailey as Director of 
Western Opera Theatre. To 
Adler’s surprise, the W.O.T. 
Board got severely bent out of 
shape. Several resigned in dis¬ 
gust. Following the brouhaha 
over the Royal Ballet’s inability 
to get into the Opera House, 
the company’s demands have 
come under fire from the newly 
formed Citizen Committee for 
Reform of the War Memorial. 
Victor Wong (the entrepreneur 
who heads Fine Arts Develop¬ 
ment) stressed that his requests 
for rental dates have gone 
strictly according to the book. 
Too often, the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the War Memorial has 
turned a deaf ear to his de¬ 
mands for fair play. Wong 
underlined the seriousness of a 
situation where the power to 
make or break the arts commu¬ 
nity in this city lies within the 
hands of so few people who

control so much money. 

ABUSE OF POWER 

The Citizens Committee is 
now investigating charges of 
conflict of interest among the 
members of the various boards 
of the Opera, Ballet, Sympho¬ 
ny and War Memorial. Further, 
digging has revealed that, de¬ 
spite the opera’s contentions 
that the house was needed for 
technical rehearsals when the 
Royal Ballet was in town, there 
was not one evening or week¬ 
end rehearsal during that 


period. The Royal could easily 
have played the Opera House 
with a small amount of co¬ 
operation. 

But getting even a small 
amount of cooperation from 
the opera’s administrative 
forces is not easy. Most 
“second string” critics in the 
Bay Area have learned the 
hard way that the unwritten 
policy in Adler’s Press and Pub¬ 
licity Department is that unless 
you. write for the two major 
dailies in town, you can go fly a 

































































































kite. Whereas all the regional 
opera houses I have dealt with 
(up to and including the mighty 
Metropolitan Opera) have no 
problem giving critics a written 
confirmation of press seats 
months in advance, the San 
Francisco Opera can’t seem to 
master the technique. Nor am I 
alone in my frustration in fight¬ 
ing the obstacle courses and 
wild goose chases handed 
down to many Bay Area critics 
with crunching insensitivity by 
Adler’s Director of Publicity. 
The job function of this office 
requires much more in the way 
of public service, and a lot less 
in “giving attitude.” 

I spoke about the problem 
with another critic who rolled 
his eyes in disgust and 
moaned, “Just getting a 
straight answer out of them is a 
work of art.” Yet when action is 
needed, the opera company 
expects the press to jump at its 
call. I was surprised to receive a 
phone call two days before the 
opening from a frantic Guild 
volunteer who hissed: “Listen, 


In order to keep this column 
interesting I have spent a lot of 
time visiting regional opera 
houses.

we need you to start a rumor 
that Scotto’s going to make an 
appearance at the standee line 
on Friday at noon. Well, of 
COURSE it’s true. YOU can do 
that for us. You KNOW these 
people.” I also know of 
amateur groups with a far more 
professional approach to their 
work. 

QUANTO? IL PREZZO? 

Some readers have asked 
me why me reviews of the San 
Francisco Opera’s repertoire do 
not always follow hot on the 
heels of each production. 
Naturally, there is a certain 
time lag to be expected with a 
biweekly publication. But the 
pernicious recalcitrance of 
Adler’s press people has left a 
bad taste in the mouth of many 
a critic in this town. Local 
public relations people who 
watch the scene with keen 
interest are taking bets that 
when the opera attempts to 
expand its activities (there are 
hopes for a summer festival in 
1981) the company simply will 
not know how to sell itself. 


never lost his enthusiasm for 
the thrill of the human voice, 
nor his ability to mix with the 
diverse elements which com¬ 
prise an opera audience. I 
hope he will bring a touch of 
humanity to the staff of this 
company, for it is sorely lacking 
at present. 

The destructiveness of a 
smugly omnipotent bureaucra¬ 
cy was memorialized in 
Menotti’s opera THE 
CONSUL. - I would urge any 
soprano coaching the role of 
Magda Sorel to head for the 
fifth floor offices of the San 
Francisco Opera to soak up 
some of the atmosphere. Con¬ 
sidering that Adler is such a 
stickler for detail and protocol, I 
am appalled that he continues 
to tolerate such practices by his 
staff. It has become a grim em¬ 
barrassment to a company 
which boasts of maintaining the 
highest possible artistic and 
professional standards in the 
opera world.

SAVAGE/LOVE - TONGUES 

EUREKA THEATRE TACKLES 
THE AVANT GARDE

A new work, SAVAGE/ 

LOVE, and a revised version of 
TONGUES, both the result of 
collaboration of writer Sam 
Shepard and actor/director 
Joseph Chaikin, recently 
played a limited engagement to 
enthusiastic overflow audi¬ 
ences at Eureka Theatre. 

Shepard says of these two 
short works that they “are an 
attempt to find an equal ex¬ 
pression between music and 
the actor,” further that “a story 
seems to be told” by each. In 
terms of impact, the newer 
piece, SAVAGE/LOVE, 
reaches a more reliable plateau 
of success than the reworked 
TONGUES though both share 
the quality of cooperative em¬ 
phasis between sounds human 
and sounds mechanical. 


In SAVAGE/LOVE, Chai¬ 
kin, dressed as a shoeless Post 
Office employee, explores, 
through a series of formidably 
expressive physical gyrations in 
and out of rhythm with the 
music and Shepard’s dialogue, 
a sort of “story” built up out of 
most secret feelings related to 
“falling in love.” He speaks dis¬ 


jointed and highly personal 
phrases; he sings snatches of i 
corny romantic jazz standards; [ 
hence moods emerge which * 
synthesize into a realizable s 
emotional “story” that is ab- u 
sorbed rather than strictly intel- j§ 
lectually understood — the £ 
self-abrasive aspects of living in “ 
love even before it’s out of the J 
head. 

I 

TONGUES, more difficult to . 
analyze, has Chaikin seated, “ 
motionless, legs covered with a < 
dull red lap rag (homage to § 
Beckett?) spouting a jumble of ? 
poetry as a free-verse reflection c 
of the absurdity of the com- y 
monplace, a series of short 
dull-friendly letters and typical 
closings, song lyrics and lots of 
other stuff all bearing the com¬ 
mon seal of creepingly civilized 
banality. They touch on hun¬ 
ger, death, love and whatever 
else with a lightness and agility 
that says in essence that we’re 
all rather silly imbeciles; and, 
who knows, Shepard may be 
right. Then again perhaps the 
need for Hallmark contours 
surrounding our lives is there to 
counteract the actual horrors of 
reality we’re sometimes forced 
to face. 

Which leads up to the point 
that these are serious works, 
challenging works, and, in spite 
of the strangled humor that 
sometimes crept in, are played 
by Chaikin in devastating 
earnest. 

Chaikin, founder of New 
York’s Open Theater, is a 
short, wire-haired man with 
fantastic eyes which seem to 
discharge their own intense 
light. His excellence in every 
facet of performance technique 
— from perfectly coordinated 
stage movement to fully real¬ 
ized exploration of vocal 
manipulation — is truly envi¬ 
able and lent even more weight 
to Shepard’s fragments than 
they otherwise might have on 
their own. Or without the 
music! In SAVAGE/LOVE, a 
combination of percussion 
(played by Skip LaPlante) and 
saxophone/flute (by Harry 
Mann); in TONGUES, percus¬ 
sion only, the music, in itself, 
was exceptionally impressive, 
as was the wild conglomeration 
of paint pans, whiskey bottles, 
jars and jugs, nails and forks 
and all sorts of homemade 
musical chimes and imple¬ 
ments created especially for 
these two works by Shepard 
and played with effortless skill 
by LaPlante. 

Add to it all the fine lighting 
by Beverly Emmons for 
SAVAGE/LOVE and you 
have what theater should be all 
about but too often, sadly, 
isn’t: cooperative genius. Yes.

A REVELATION OF 
WRETCHED EXCESS 


NOW 




There are certainly a whole bunch of better things I think you 
could spend $30 million on — certainly not a film about a war 
that already cost us enough. The “long awaited” film about the 
Vietnam war — although who was waiting for it I am not cer¬ 
tain — finally blitzed its tumultuous way into the Northpoint 
Theatre last week. Sitting through the epicdemic (sic) proved to 
be about as easy as waiting your turn in a dentist’s office. To get 
some intelligence out of the film was like pulling teeth. Francis 
Ford Coppola had a message about war and a vision in which 
to tell it. What we get is an artsy-fartsy heavy-handed Sell Out 
about how insane war is. Well, we know that already. Does he 
come up with anything new? Only a directorial technique that 
makes the film seem as long as t 1 - 

As with practically every war 
movie ever made, the charac¬ 
ters are cardboard caricatures, 
made all the more unreal here 
by soporific performances. 

Martin Sheen, as Captain 
Willard, is the narrator. He’s on 
assignment to go up the river to 
find Colonel Kurtz (Brando), a 
renegade officer the Top Brass 
want eliminated. Willard, a 
former CIA ballbuster, is 
elected. Along the journey he 
meets up with not one normal 
human being. 

Lt. Colonel Kilgore (Robert 
Duvall) is a gung-ho hyper¬ 
macho guy who obviously has 
either syphilis of the brain or a 
very bad script writer. We are 
led to believe that the man is so 
crazed he would not only order 
his men to go surfing during a 
fierce battle but would jump in 
himself. 


The result, as the old adage 
goes, is “Too many cook (sic) 
spoils the broth.”

On the boat ride upriver Wil¬ 
lard has the company of Chef 
(Frederic Forrest), a nice 
middle-American boy whom 
drugs and death have deci¬ 
mated. Lance, the surfer (Sam 
Bottoms) is also meek and 
seems to be on one long acid 
trip. The drugs help *the war 
seem surrealistic, if not bear¬ 
able. Finally after much shell¬ 
shock Willard makes it to 
Kurtz’s retreat in Cambodia. 
Brando is a god to the natives 
and the men left in his squad. 
We are faced with the dilem¬ 
ma: is he crazy because of the 
war or is everyone else crazy; 
or does his lonely sanity in 
comparison seem unnormal. 
We get the answer right away 
(in heavy-handed movies such 
as this you never have to wait 
long for answers — it only 
seems as if you do). Willard is 
encased in a bamboo picture 
frame jail cell and brought the 
head of Chef which has been 
ever so neatly severed from his 
body. Yop, Kurtz is crazy, all 
right. Willard does a lot of deep 
thinkin’ about whether or not 
this man is a Timothy Leary 
disciple, decides he’s not, kills 
him, and heads back to home 
base, with Lance in tow. We 
hear a muted voice-over of 
Brando exclaiming: “The 

horror, the horror!” Someone 
in the audience then moaned: 
“The length, the length!” 


For $3.5 million, Marlon Brando portrays something akin to a 
painted ostrich egg in the “ouerdonest” film of the year.

Marlon Brando, complete 
with shaved head and lube job 
much like that of an Idaho 
Russet ready for baking, is on 
film for maybe 20 minutes of 
which 19 are spent mumbling 
incoherent run-on sentences. 
Sheen, as the cold-blooded in¬ 
telligence officer, gives a steady 
monotoned performance that 
is at once brilliant in its control 
and sombering in it's 
inelasticity. We should not 
forget Dennis Hopper as a 
spaced-out photographer from 
some news magazine who 
looks- exactly like he did in 
EASY RIDER and in fact gives 
the same performance minus 
the motorcycle. 


On the plus side is the beau¬ 
tifully edited and designed 
photography of Vittoria 
Storaro, the production design 
by Dean Tavoularis, the eerie 
synthesizer music by Carrmine 
j and Francis Coppola which has 
i been blended in the clearest, 

I well-spaced stereo I’ve ever 
heard. Sound design and mon¬ 
tage by Walter Murch is in fact 
the highlight of the experience 
of APOCALYPSE NOW. 

Everything else seems a bit 
overdone, supercilious, and 
pretentiously theatrical. Cop¬ 
pola, I think, spent too much 
time assembling the picture.

KENNEDY’S CHILDREN is 
Robert Patrick’s attempt to cap¬ 
ture the 60’s in one dramatic 
unit. As such it portrays that 
decade as fraught with more 
tension and turmoil than ten 
years of consecutive Saturday 
night last calls in a Castro bar. 
Granted, the 60’s suffered the 
gruelling war in Viet Nam and 
the stateside protests and poli¬ 
tics that the war engendered; 
and granted it witnessed the 
deaths of a god and goddess — 
John Kennedy and Marilyn 
Monroe — but surely some 
levity touched our lives along 
the way. 

KENNEDY’S CHILDREN 
portrays the 60’s via inter¬ 
woven monologues by five 
characters whose lives were 
profoundly shaped and altered 
through those years: Wanda, 
who still (it’s 1974) carries 
around Kennedy memorabilia; 
Sparger, who is burnt out from 
a decade of bizarre under¬ 
ground theater experiences; 
Mark, back from the horrors of 
Viet Nam; Rona, still reeling 
manic-depressively from her 
protest hegiras between New 
York, Chicago, and San Fran¬ 
cisco; and Carla, who bemoans 
the loss of true Hollywood 
glamour that died with Marilyn. 

These characters wander 
aimlessly through a bar, rarely 
acknowledging each other, get¬ 
ting drunk and spouting their 
stories in spurts throughout the 
play’s two acts. They are 
served by a bartender, a child 
of the 70’s, who remains un¬ 
touched by the memoires of his 
customers, concerned instead 
with balancing himself between 
his male and female lovers. 

Unfortunately, the entire 
thing becomes tedious very 
quickly due primarily to the 
play’s static structure and to the 
lack of any sustained subtlety in 
the performances. Overall, the 
women in the cast out-act the 
men, but all the actors remain 
too withdrawn into their per¬ 
sonal memories to elicit any 
sympathy from the audience. 


The evening came off more as 
a dramatic reading than a play. 

Perhaps we’re still too close 
to the 60’s to look at it in retro¬ 
spect. In time, KENNEDY’S 
CHILDREN may indeed 
become evocative of that era. 
Right now, in performance at 
the Goodman Building, 1115 
Geary, through October 13, it 
seems more caricature than 
character and a bit too over- 
ambitious for my taste.

Blake Edwards (Andrews’ 
real life husband) directed with 
overlong, only partially suc¬ 
cessful comedy. Because the 
story focuses on George more 
than Sam (Julie), it is a show¬ 
case for the broad talents of 
Moore. Sure, Julie (she plays a 
Broadway musical actress) gets 
to sing a few “meaningful” 
songs, but the film belongs to 
Dudley as we follow every slap¬ 
stick mishap that befalls him. 
The message is clear from the 
beginning but is carried so 
heavy-handedly throughout 
that we wind up not caring 
anymore. The subplot of co¬ 
writer Hugh’s homosexual love 
trysts and angsts — showing 
that everybody, no matter 


what their orientation, has the 
same problems — merely 
bloats the already weighty bal¬ 
loon. “10” rates a generous 
“5.” 

ORCHESTRA 

REHEARSAL 

ORCHESTRA REHEARSAL 
is a 72-minute Federico Fellini 
film that comes packaged with 
the subtitle “The Decline of the 
West in C # Major.” Set in the 
perfect acoustics of a 13th cen¬ 
tury oratory (a site, we are told, 
of the tombs of three Popes 
and seven Bishops) the orches¬ 
tra readies for a rehearsal 
which will be filmed by a TV 
documentary crew. The expo¬ 
sition of the film is carried out 
by an unseen interviewer ask¬ 
ing questions of various mem¬ 
bers of the orchestra. (The 
voice of the interviewer is 
Fellini himself.) As with any re¬ 
hearsal the going is slow and 
tedious, especially when it is 
merely a vehicle for a heavy- 
handed parable about society 
and contemporary Italian 
society at that! But this is Fellini 
directing so any apathy one 
may have is soon erased by the 
director’s masterful theatrics. A 
brilliant, witty — and, alas, the 
last — musical score by Nino 
Rota is alone worth the price of 
admission. I’m not sure a Fellini 

admission. I’m not a Fellini 
devotee, but at 72 minutes, 
ORCHESTRA REHEARSAL 
is, if not completely diverting, 
an artistic triumph of political- 
social satire.

Malcolm McDowell plai/s H. G. Wells, whose time machine 
takes him from Victorian London to 1979 San Francisco.

TIME AFTER TIME 

H.G. Wells invites his friends 
to his London home to an¬ 
nounce he has invented a time 
machine. All scoff him except 
Dr. Stevenson (David Warner) 
who it turns out has good rea¬ 
son to hope it works. Wells, 
played to perfection by Mal¬ 
colm McDowell, ends up 
having to chase Stevenson 
through time — from turn-of- 
the-century London to 1979 
San Francisco. For Stevenson 
is actually Jack the Ripper and 
must be brought to justice. 
Wells arrives at the Science 
Museum in Golden Gate Park 
at an exhibit of H.G. Wells 
memorabilia. Thoroughly dis¬ 
oriented and confused (the 
damn machine actually 
worked!) he wanders through 
downtown San Francisco in his 
Victorian tweeds. A friendly 
bank clerk, Amy (Mary Steen- 
burgen) just about throws her¬ 
self on him (it’s hard work for a 
woman to get a straight guy in 
the City) % and of course they fall 
in love. They are, of course, an 
odd couple, but the two play 
with such naturalness that they 
are totally believable.

Take A Bishop Like Me 
by Paul Moore 

Harper & Row - 58.95 • 

The gulf between Gay 
people and organized religion 
has always been deep and de¬ 
pressing. Many homosexuals 
see no need for involvement in 
this aspect of the sexual revolu¬ 
tion. But they seldom realize 
that until the man of the cloth is 
won over, the man or woman 
in the legislature will be 
reluctant to smile at us. This 
anti-Gay political-religious 
clout has been vividly demon¬ 
strated on several occasions in 
New York when the Catholic 
Church sent battalions of 
priests to the city council and 
state legislature to kill civil rights 
bills for Gays. In New York City 
this has now occurred seven 
times. 

Bishop Paul Moore, of the 
Episcopal diocese in New York 
City, has long recognized both 
the positive and negative roles 
of Christianity in our battle for 
freedom. In his current book he 
relates the agony and triumphs 
of his struggle for these rights in 
the Episcopal Church. The tale 
has few dull moments. 

As a prologue to these 
historic confrontations he re¬ 
lates his early years in the 
priesthood and the tragic case 
of a clergyman named John 
who was finally destroyed by 
his homosexuality. 

The storm has raged around 
Ellen Barrett, a young 
deaconess who has fought to 
gain ordination. She instantly 
embodied the rights of both 
Gays and women’s liberation. 
Ironically, she committed the 
unpardonable sin of honesty 
about her sexual orientation. If 
others who stood in the pulpit 
had followed suit, many vacan¬ 
cies would soon cause a shock 
heard round the Anglican 
world. 

Moore has worked with 
INTEGRITY (an organization 
of Gay Episcopalians) to in¬ 
crease the liberal trends in their 
church, but conservative forces 
still exert a powerful influence. 

Moore shares with the reader 
samples of the vicious hate mail 
he has received on the ordina¬ 
tion issue. He has also been 
awarded with his share of grati¬ 
tude from Gays and members 
of the women’s movement. 

One irrational letter writer 
declared, “A Chinese journalist 
said to one of your journalists 
when former President Nixon 
was first in China, ‘You are 
very sexually oriented in the 
United States. China was sexu¬ 
ally oriented during the Ming 
Dynasty and the Ming Dynasty 
fell.’” 

But Bishop Moore is a man 
of vision and stubborn courage. 
He rarely yields to pressure. He 
quotes the philosophy of a 
close friend who said, “When 
you are faced with a difficult 
choice, go with the future, not 
the past.” 

The battle boiled to a near 
climax in September, 1977, 
when the House of Bishops 
met in Florida. Many factions 
attempted to defeat Ellen Bar¬ 
rett’s newly won position. At 
this time Moore’s raging plea to 
his fellow Bishops helped to 
sway the anti-Barrett votes. His 
voice was filled with anqer and

Do you realize that every Gay 
person in America will be watching 
what happens this week? Do you 
realize that if you officially con¬ 
demn this ordination you will be 
casting a judgment upon the min¬ 
istry of hundreds, perhaps thou¬ 
sands of bishops, priests, and dea¬ 
cons, and lay persons of the church 
who live with the problem? Do you 
realize that you will be removing a 
sign of hope they finally see in a 
church that has treated them so 
shabbily over the years? 

The crisis will not end soon. 
In September of this year the 
final (?) showdown will explode 
when a special commission, 
appointed to study the Gay 
issue, will make its final report 
to the General Convention of 
the entire church. But the deck 
has clearly been stacked 
against any sign of objectivity 
or charity. Any individual of 
pro-homophile sentiment has 
been barred from serving on 


the commission. This conserv¬ 
ative body is chaired by Ruth 
Barnhouse, a homophobic 
psychiatrist and author if the 
rabidly anti-Gay study, A Sym¬ 
bolic Confusion (now out of 
print). There can be little doubt 
as to the recommendations of 
this board. 

But we may be sure that Paul 
Moore will be in the front lines 
crying out for the cause of 
social justice

Mitchell stars in three of these 
new films, and is so exhilarat¬ 
ing that I never overdosed on 
him.

The only movie that doesn t 
include Mitchell is BEDTIME 
STORY. Since it does feature 
Ed Wiley (once known as 
Myles Longue, for obvious rea¬ 
sons) and Adam Adams, 
Mitchell isn’t missed. These two 
men are an excellent pairing. 
Both are lean, long and hard, 
extravagantly hung and any¬ 
thing but refined in bed. Their 



movie will be of interest to J.O. 
buddies, as Adams never lets 
go of his cock. He’s also the 
only person in these films to 
wear a cock ring. Wiley sucks 
Adams’ cock like a piece of 
hard candy, and both are spe¬ 
cialists in face-sitting and rim¬ 
ming, jacking off all the while. 
Wiley then fucks Adams in a 
beautifully filmed shot, fully ex¬ 
posing the incredible depth of 
Wiley’s insertion.

beard, his arm encircled by a 
rope tattoo and a fierceness in 
his demeanor and action that is 
startling. He pushes Mitchell’s 
head down onto his cock with a 
strength that would hurt most 
partners. After some hungry 
cock-sucking, Mitchell fucks 
him; but Brent is no slouch at 
fucking either. In an extended 
scene he fucks Mitchell savage¬ 
ly before shooting clear across 
his back and head.

I would have bet money on 
Bruno and Rod Mitchell, star¬ 
ring in F.ULL CIRCLE.

He looked pasty and dull. I cer¬ 
tainly was wrong, and would 
gladly eat those words if they 
were an appetizer to Mr. 
Hazard himself. He’s built 
somewhat along the lines of a 
Greek god, though heftier. He 
has a handful of tight black 
curls, a classically built and de¬ 
fined body, and that all- 
important item, bone structure, 
as breathtaking above the neck 
as below the waist. Mitchell is 
his usual incredible self: thickly 
muscled and voraciously 
sexual, resembling a young 
Oliver Reed.
